Two Terrorist Cult 
Heads Among Victims 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — Police fought a vicious gun bat­ 
tle with suspected Symbionese Liberation Army m em bers 
Friday and an FBI agent reported that Donald DeFreeze, 
the “ General Cinque” of the Patricia H earst kidnapers; was 
killed. 
In a chaotic situation in which three SLA m em bers earlier 
slipped the grasp of the FBI, four other m em bers of the 
terrorist group w ere repotted to have been slain. 
P atricia, 20, w as kidnaped by the SLA Feb. 4 from her 
Berkeley apartm ent. It was unclear if she was am ong those 
at the hideout a t the time of the shooting. 
The FBI w as m aintaining total silence but an agent at the 
scene of the two-hour gunbattle in south central Los Angeles 
reported that DeFreeze and Camilla Hall, another SLA 
leader, were dead. 
The FBI agent also reported to his office that Nancy Ling 
Perry, one of the firebrands of the terrorist cult, also was 
‘‘probably dead .” 
Five todies w ere recovered, from, the sm ouldering em bers 
of a two-story house wtiich had been the scene of a m assive 
exchange of autom atic gunfire and gas grenades in a black 
area of Los .Angeles. The raging battle set at least three 
other houses ablaze. 
The police lobbed tear gas into the structure but those 
inside fought back ferociously. 
Police C o m m a n d e r Pete Hagan, said th a t among 
those dead w ere one white woman and one black woman. 
“ They had am m unition cannisters around their bodies and 
they were exploding,” he said.. 
Police and FB I agents earlier had surrounded a tiny white 
fram e house in an area on the edge of Watts. But when they 
rushed it, they found it was empty. 
The earlier raid had been touched off by a bizarre shooting 
incident at a sporting goods store Thursday afternoon in 
which three SLA mem bers apparently com m andeered three 
cars and abducted an IB-year-old toy... 
About eight hours after that first raid, the FBI and police 
closed in on a yellow stucco structure and a frightening gun 
battle ensued. 
Cinque w as the “ field marshal general*'" whose voice and 
com m uniques m arked the afterm ath of the kidnaping of the 
20-year-old granddaughter of the founder of the H earst 
new spaper em pire. 
Cam illa Hall was another of the m ysterious figures of the 
SLA. and w as identified as one of those who participated m 
the holdup of a San Francisco bank on April 15.

Penny Shortage Is Critical 
In Chicago and West Coast 


W A S H I N G T O N 
(DPI) —The penny shortage 
has reached crisis propor­ 
tions and chain stores may 
h a v e 
to 
s ta r t giving 
cu sto m ers paper scrip 
iastead of pennies in change, 
the supermarket industry 
.said Friday. 


“ The situation is very 
critical in Chicago, very 
critical on the West Coast. 
It’s spreading all over and 
it’s only a matter of weeks 
before it’s nationwide," said

sp o k esm an 
for the 
National Association of Food 
Chains. 


The group said some 
chains already have asked, 
the treasury for permission 
to start issuing scrip—paper 
money which the stores will 
t r e a t 
lik e 
m oney on 


return—for as long as the1 
s h o r ta g e 
la s ts . 
The 
association said the general 
co u n sel’s office at the 
treasury is very reluctant to 
grant such permission. 


The shortage developed 
because people began hoar­ 
ding 
pennies after the 
treasury revealed that rising 
prices and scarce supplies of 
copper may force it to start 
minting pennies that are not 
all copper. The mint has 
stepped up production, tur­ 
ning out about 35 million 
pennies a day, and recently 
imposed a ban on melting 
and exporting copper from 
pennies. 


The association said one 
chain of stores in Chicago 
needs several thousand 
dollars worth of pennies a 


week, but has only 'been able 
to get $300 worth. 
It said chains in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., have not 
been able to get rolls of pen­ 
nies from the banks at all 
since April, and the same is 
the case in Pueblo, Colo, 
stores in Oklahoma City, it 
added, can, get only about 150 
pennies per store per 'day 
while in Phoenix the range is 
from 500 to 2,500 per week 
per store.

At first, it was a partial victory because the position 
was expressed by only a handful of psychiatrists on 
several APA committees

the furor, a poll of the membership was taken. 


They upheld the thinking of the committees by 5,585 
to 3.810.

“ I believe the letter made the difference in the out­ 
come. But that is not the issue. 
“The impropriety here is that no one suspected that 
the gay lib originated and financed the mailing. 
“The standard practice in lobbying is to state who

Nuclear equipment Expands 
Center's X-Ray Department 


Services provided, by the 
X-ray department of Pott­ 
stown Memorial Medical 
Center were expanded, with 
the installation this week of 
new instruments for nuclear 
m e d i c i n e 
st ud ies and 
ultra-sonography. 
The expansion will enable 
the department to perform 
the most recently developed 
procedures in radiologic 
diagnosis and to provide 
more comprehensive care to 
patients, according to Albert 
P. Pol lick, president. 


The nuclear medicine 
instrument is a $70,000 gam­ 
ma camera which will be 
used in place of the rec­ 
ti 1 i nea r 
sc a nn.er which 
obtains scan patterns of 
organs of the body including 
the brain, thyroid, 'lungs, 
pancreas, spleen, liver, kid­ 
neys and bones. 


FASTER CAMERA 
Pol lick said the new 
camera is faster... One view 
takes only seconds where 
previously several minutes 
were required for just one 
study 
“ Speed 
is especially 
im porta nt when children 
and acutely ill patients are 


involved,’’ Pollick pointed, 
out. 
Nuclear medicine entails 
the use of radioactive 
isotopes 
in 
diagnostic 
studies. The camera will 
permit the addition of many 
new studies in this field 
which have been developed 
only recently. 
It also will enable dynamic 
studies to be done. This con­ 
sists of injecting a fluid 'Con­ 
taining radioactive material 
into the body. The material 
gives off rays as it flow’s 
through the body and the 
rays are picked up by the 
camera as it takes a series of 
rapid views. 
Dynamic studies, Pollick. 
said, are especially useful 
f o r 
c a r d i a c 
a n d 
neurosu rgieai specialists. 
CH IEF PATHOLOGIST 
Dr George P Pechstein, 
chief pathologist, is in, 
charge of the radiology 
department at the center 
which is licensed by the 
Federal Atomic Energy 
Commission and has been 
using nuclear medicine the 
past 17 years. 
Radioactive isotopes used 
in medicine are useful and 
safe, Pollick added, since 


only m in u te amounts of 
radioactive material are 
used and safety precautions 
followed. 
Sonography, he said, 
depends upon the use of high 
frequency sound, waves to 
create an image of various 
regions of the body. This is a 
recent advance in medical 
diagnosis, according to Dr. 
Pechstein, and most such 
units as this are located only 
in larger medical centers. 
SAME PRIN CIPLE 
The machine for ultra 
sound works on the same 
principle as sonar — boun­ 
cing sound waves off an 
object to detect its presence. 
A simple procedure, it is 
used sometimes when X-ray 
studies are not indicated and 
is useful particularly in 
renal (kidney), abdominal 
and obstetrical areas of 
m ed i c I n e , 
off! c i a I s 
explained.

Still fuming, Mrs. Snyder 
spoke her mind to the show’s 
producers. 
“That’s a cheat. It says to 
me that they didn't think 
much of our kids." 
Mrs. Snyder and 42 studen­ 
ts at the State University of 
New York at Albany have 
taken their own version of 
"The Wizard of Oz” on the 
road. 
The Russian government

Rentzel was suspended 
July 24, 1973, “for conduct 
detrimental to the NFL after 
the player violated terms of 
the probationary status that 
had been imposed on him in 
1971.” 
Rozelle said at the time 
that Rentzel’s suspension 
could be reviewed if the 
player chose to apply for 
reinstatement at the end of 
the 1973 season. 
O ri g in a 11 y „ Rent zel had 
been placed on probation by 
Rozelle after being arrested 
on Nov, 30, 1970 on a charge 
of indecent exposure. He 


was indicted, pleaded guilty 
and received, a fiveyear 
probated sentence for the 
incident. 
At that time, Rentzel was 
still 
with 
the 
Dallas. 
Cowboys. He was traded to 
the Rams and played for two 
seasons with Los Angeles. 
Then, on Jan. II, 1973, he 
was arrested again for in­ 
vestigation 
involving 
possession of marijuana.

The Senate passed the 
referendum measure 24-13 
after a 21 ?-hour debate. 
As the count edged closer 
to the required 24 votes, 
sponsors of the legislation 
pleaded with Sen. Anthony 
Scardino Jr., DBergen, who 
expressed 
reservations 
about the bill. 
Sard mo finally yielded. 
When the green light on the 
automatic tally board lit up 
next to his name signifying 
the decisive vote had 'been 
cast, a cheer went up in the 
chamber. 
The 
proposal 
was 
previously approved by the 
Senate by a wide margin. 
Approval by three-fifths of 
the Senate was required to 
place the referendum on this 
year’s ballot.

FTC Proposes National Ban 
On Advertising Drug Prices 
WASHINGTON lAP) - 
The staff of the Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
has 
proposed 
voiding 
widespread state bans on 
advertising 
prices 
for 
prescription drugs. 
A report by the com­ 
mission’s drug industry task 
force estimates Americans 
are spending $6.4 billion a 
year on prescription drugs. 
Competitive price adver­ 
tising could shave between 
$1.1 billion and $16 billion off 
that bHI over the ne.xt 10 
years, the staff said. 
The staff report, one phase 
of a broad investigation into 
the drug industry, is due for 
formal commission con­ 
sideration next week. 
Laws and regulations, in 
about 20 states prohibit 
pharmacies from adver­ 
tising the prices of their 
prescription 
drugs. 
or 
posting price lists in their 
stores. And a tradition of not 
advertising 
persists 
in 
several other states, even 
though forma] restr.ai.nts 
have fallen. 
Consequently, said the 
commission, 
staff, “'con­ 
sumers do not know that the 
price of the same products 
va.ri.es substantia .11 y from 
store to store.” 
To demonstrate the point, 
the staff shopped drug prices 
in various cities. In one city 
the same drug could cost 
either $2.60 or $8.00. depen­ 
ding on which pharmacy the 
buyer patronized. 
An. end to the advertising 
bans has been urged on 
states by the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Justice and a host of 
consumer groups, and the 
barriers have been falling 
The 
Food 
and Drug 
Administration 
says 
11 
states have revoked adver­ 
tising bans since 1962. In the 
first federal court decision 


on the issue, a U.S. District 
Court in Richmond. Va.. last 
March declared the state's 
anti-advertising law uncon­ 
stitutional. 
But the FTC could create a 
shortcut 
through 
state-by-state action if it 
invoked its power to outlaw- 
unfair 
practices 
and 
declared the prescription 
drug advertising bans to be 
unfair. 
Commissioner Mayo J, 
Thompson had originally 
proposed that the com­ 
mission. consider either 
overturning 
advertising 
barriers or adopting a com­ 
mission position advocating 
an end to such prohibitions 
and circulating the position 
paper to state officiSls. 
The staff paper mentioned 
the position paper approach 
as an alternative. But 
voiding the anti-advertising 
barriers outright would con­ 
stitute the most significant 
move economically of any of 
the 
various 
consumer 
protection measures before 
the agency, the staff said 
FTC sources conceded 
that attempting to pre-empt 
state law could raise serious 
questions about the com­ 
mission's jurisdiction. But 
the sources said that the 
commission could at the 
least outlaw barriers to 
advertising by pha.rma.eies 
involved in interstate com­ 
merce, and other phar­ 
macies 
would have to 
become competitive

Looking over the slides 
and black-and-white pic­ 
tures of our recent 10-day 
trip to Moscow, Leningrad 
and Kiev in the Soviet Union, 
and Warsaw. Poland, makes 
it easier to refocus on 
several photo experiences 
that took place. 
First let me repeat what 
was pointed out in a previous 
column: our group of 14 
Americans, wit h cameras 
around their necks, roamed 
freely taking pictures of 
what they saw and liked.

Of course there are some 
museums and theaters — as 
in the U .S. and other coun­ 
tries — which prohibit any 
picture taking.

without a flash. It was 
indeed a privilege to be able 
to see historic art treasures 
and be able to return home 
with

people viewing them. 
I recalled the gentleman 
at Moscow Airport who chat­ 


ted with one of our group. 
The man, on the permanent 
staff of the United Nations 
secretariat, was an art lover 
w h o s e 
h o b b y 
is 
photographing paintings and 
sculptures in museums and 
galleries around the world. 
Whenever scheduled to 
travel, he wrote in advance 
to the museums in the cities 
he was about to visit, 
requesting permission and 
making arrangements for 
his picture taking. 
He estimated he had 
acquired a collection of 
10.000 slides of global art 
treasures. It is a most con­ 
venient and economical way 
to acquire art masterpieces 
for viewing in one's own 
home w henever desired !

Weeder's Guide

plants that

layered

dumbcane. 
e rot on. Chinese evergreen, 
philodendron, rubber plant, 
fiddle-leaf fig, oleander and 
camellia. 


Do air layering quickly to 
prevent the cut from drying. 
You will need a sharp knife, 
a bit of sphagnum moss, a 
sheet of polyethylene film 
six by eight inches, rooting 
compound, twine and wrap­ 
ping tape. 


Remove leaves three to 
four inches above and below 
where you want to make the 
cut. Make an upward or 
downward cut one to 1L* 
inches long and one-quarter 
to one-half way through the 
stem. To prevent the wound 
from healing over rapidly.

U. S. Silver Dollar Shows 
Head of Schoolteacher 


By NO RM AN M. DAVIS 
Late in the 1870s an 
E n g l i s h m a n 
and 
a 
Philadelphia schoolteacher 
joined forces. The result was 
our best known silver dollar, 
the “ Liberty Head” or 
4 * Morgan “ type of 187.8-1921 
George T. Morgan was an 
engraver at London's Royal 
Mint He was recommended 
for the job when U. S. Mint 
Director H. R. Linderman 
was looking for a new 
assistant engraver for our 
Philadelphia mint. 
One of Morgan’s first 
tasks was the new silver 
dollar, the first in five years. 
Morgan eventually found 
Anna W. Williams, a blonde, 
s l i g h t l y 
p l u m p 
schoolteacher. At first she 
refused to pose as Liberty, 
but later she changed her 
mind. 
The new 
dollar was 
released in 1878 
Branch 
mints at Carson City and San 
F r a n c i s c o 
h e l p e d 
Philadelphia produce the 
coins. 
On the obverse we see the 
left-facing Liberty head, 
with its strong chin line and 
finely-detailed hair. A liber­ 
ty cap is almost lost in the 
wreath of oak leaves, cotton 
bolls, and wheat ears. For­ 
ward of this wreath is a 
small coronet inscribed 
“ Liberty." A ridge of hair 
separates this coronet from 
Miss Liberty’s forehead. 
On the cutoff line, at the 
bottom of the neck, is a tiny 
M, the designer’s initial. On 


some coins a small dot 
follows the M; this mark 
helped mint workers keep 
track of the dies which stam­ 
ped the coins. 
The rim has “ E Pluribus 
Unum” at top and the date at 
bottom, with stars along the 
sides. 
As on most of our silver 
coins, the edge is reeded. 
A fairly lifelike American 
eagle stands with wings 
raised at the reverse's 'Cen­ 
ter. Its head faces its own 
right, symbolizing courage. 
The right talon holds an olive 
branch showing preference 
for peace, while the left 
grasps 
arrow s which 
represent readiness to wage 
defensive war. 
Around below the eagle, 
extending from points about 
i/4 inch short of the wingtips, 
is a laurel w reath tied at 'the 
bottom, with a ribbon bow. 
On the ribbon is another M 
which, like that on the obver­ 
se, sometimes is followed by 
a dot. 


Mint marks are just below 
the ribbon. 


“ U n ited 
States of 
America" is around the top 
and side rims. “ One Dollar” 
is at bottom., with stars, 
separating it from national 
identification. 


“ In God We Trust” is 
horizontal, above the eagle's 
head This motto is in Old 
English ( “ Gothic” ! let­ 
tering... The Morgan dollar is 
our only coin on which this 
style of lettering appears.

’m going to split your jaws and re­ 
arrange your face.” This may 
sound like All's warning to 
Frazier before a bout, but it's also 
what an oral surgeon might tell a pa­ 
tient who wants to correct a jaw de­ 
formity. Most of us think oral sur­ 
geons are the people our dentists send 
us to to have an infected or impacted 
tooth removed or a broken jaw 
patched up. But today’s oral surgeons 
go far beyond these rehabilitative 
skills to correct mistakes nature has 
made in the development of the bones 
around our mouths. 
Dr. Stanley i. Behrman, oral sur­ 
geon at The New York Hospital and 
associate professor of surgery at Cor­ 
nell Medical School, is a pioneer in 
corrective oral surgery. He has been 
fascinated with the shapes and struc­ 
tures of people's jaws for 30 years. 
" The mouth is the most subjectively 
intimate organ of the body,” he ex­ 
plains. “The two basic human drives - 
hunger and love—revolve around the 
mouth.” It is also one of the most 
public and exposed parts of our 
bodies. If you have a crooked leg, you 
can wear bell-bottom trousers and be 
stylish. But if you have a crooked 
mouth, a protruding jaw, a weak chin 
or an asymmetrical face, there hasn’t 
been much you could do about it— 
until now. 
The mouth and its related parts - 
the jaws, chin, lips and teeth—send 
signals to all with whom we come in 
contact, and wc are immediately 
judged, correctly or incorrectly, to be 
strong or weak, brave or timid, sen­ 
suous or plain, by the shape and struc­ 
ture of our mouth. And as others see 
us, so we often see ourselves, and 
become what our faces seem to say 
we are. 
Larry Laiken, a 22-year-old college 
student who writes comedy in his 
spare time, is a warm, friendly, out­ 
going person, but his underdeveloped 
upper jaw and long, pointy chin gave 
him a sinister appearance. He spent

nale to a long series of exacting plan­ 
ning stages. Impressions of the pa­ 
tient’s teeth and jaws are taken and 
plaster models are made. A profile X 
ray of the skull is used by the surgeon 
to compute exactly how many milli­ 
meters either or both jaws need to be 
moved. He then works out the sur­ 
gical procedure on the plaster models 
in much the same way that an archi­ 
tect might adjust his plans on scale 
models. 
Once the planning is completed, the 
surgeon is ready to operate. It used to 
be necessary to perform the surgery 
through an incision in the neck, but it 
is now possible to operate entirely 
within the mouth, leaving no visible 
scars. Once the jawbones arc rear­ 
ranged, the teeth and jaws are wired 
together to allow the bones to knit in 
place. Occasionally an orthodontist 
will have to work on the patient’s teeth 
after the operation, but often the cor­ 
rect placement of the jaws permits the 
teeth to fall into proper alignment by 
themselves. 
Although the calculations, planning 
and operation arc highly complex 
procedures, it is not the technical as­ 
pects that are the most fulfilling for 
Dr. Belli Mian. *‘Wc don't treat jaws 
teeth or bones; we treat people,” he 


seven expensive years wearing metal 
braces and rubber bands on his teeth, 
after which his orthodontist gave up 
in despair. Larry, who at one time 
considered becoming a comedian, felt 
his face was a liability. “Every time I 
saw a picture of myself, I cringed a 
little inside,” he confided. His sister- 
in-law, who works at The New York 
Hospital, sent him to see Dr. Behr­ 
man, and though Larry had some 
reservations, he went through with 
the operation. Today, he has a hand­ 
some new face, with his upper jaw 
brought forward into proper align­ 
ment, his chin rounded and seven mil­ 
limeters shorter. 
Sometimes the cosmetic benefits are 
simply a side effect of corrective oral 
surgery. Kathy Kalos' teeth were in 
danger of falling out because her 
severe under bite was wearing away 
the gums around her upper teeth. Af­ 
ter three futile years with an orthodon­ 
tist, she was sent to Dr. Behrman. He 
corrected her bite, saved her teeth, 
and brought her protruding lower jaw 
and chin back into alignment. Besides 
salvaging her teeth, Kathy's looks im­ 
proved; she felt prettier, more sure off 
herself, started dating more and got 
married soon after. 
The operation itself is only the fi­ 


stresses to his students. Watching shy 
patients open up, defensive patients 
drop their guard and self-conscious 
patients forget themselves delights 
him most. 
The cost of an operation can range 
anywhere from $350 to $3,500 and 
up. “ But,” insists Dr. Behrman, “any­ 
one who needs or wants an operation 
of this sort can have it, regardless of 
the cost, at one of the several oral 
surgical training centers in the coun­ 
try.” Operations are performed for 
little or no money by in-service resi­ 
dents under the close supervision ot 
an attending oral surgeon. 
As to who needs corrective oral 
surgery, Dr. Behrman says that any­ 
one whose physical functions of chew­ 
ing, swallowing, breathing or speaking 
are impaired, or anyone whose ability 
to function in society is impaired by 
an oral deformity, is a likely candi­ 
date. His oral-sorgeon trainees are 
cautioned against dismissing a patient 
whose deformity seems inconsequen­ 
tial. If it seriously bothers the patient, 
there is reason enough for correction. 
Conversely, he warns students against 
proselytizing indiscriminately among 
people whose malformations do not 
wor ry them. 
Surgery is not usually recom ­ 
mended for young children because 
their development is not yet com­ 
pleted, but otherwise, age is not a 
factor. Even people who have lost 
their teeth can have jaw deformities 
corrected, enabling them to wear 
artificial teeth better. 
Although oral surgery can’t work 
miracles, it can help to improve the 
way someone sees himself. As Larry 
I-aiken commented “You can’t help 
but expect that the operation will solve 
all your problems, emotional and 
physical. You come to realize, how­ 
ever, that it’s not going to do that . But 
the image you have off yourself is the 
most important one, and when you 
can take a part of that image and do 
something positive about it, you have 
to feel better. This is reflected in the 
way you respond to others and in 
the way you perform 
in society ”

After we were married, I ran my kitchen like 
my mother’s — with lots of good food which, 
unfortunately, only added more fat to my hips 
and thighs. It was too bad, because Carmine 
always wanted to buy me clothes.

Sinuses: Why on Earth 
Do We Have Them? 


Did Nature goof when she 
made sinuses? Many sinus 
sufferers have thought so. 
Actually, there are about 25 
sinuses, or air cavities, in the 
body. The ones that bother us 
are those called the 
.paranasal sinuses that are 
located lit the forehead and 
on each sidle of the nose. 
We do know that they do two 


things: give resonance to the 
voice and help to make the 
skull lighter. It: is also 
believed that they act as a 
reservoir to make air moist: 
and warm,. Sinus trouble—or 
sinusitis.—is caused by an 
inflammation of the lining of 
the sinus, usually through 
germs but sometimes through 
allergy. How can you, tight it? 
First, shrink the tissues, 
either through the use of 
tablets or a vasoconstrictor 


(One word of 
caution: Overuse of these

'“rebound” effect.) Second, 
do try to breathe through the 
nose. This helps ventilate the 
sinus passages. ¡Finally, drink 
fluid and take aspirin to 
reduce the headache. In 
some severe cases, it may be 
necessary to have your 
sinuses drained by a doctor.

ast February, a group of the great­ 
est athletes in the world gath- 
J ered in Rotonda, Fla., to com­ 
pete in the “Superstars*’ competition. 
O. I. Simpson was there. So were Bob 
Seagren, John Havlicek and Pete 
Rose. Each was required to compete 
in seven of ten events—not including 
their own specialties. A lot was at 
stake. Not only would the winner get 
more than $50,000— but there were all 
the intangibles of pride and ego. 
When the dust finally settled, one 
man stood alone in first place. It was 
not O. J. Simpson. It was not Seagren, 
Havlicek or Rose. It was a relatively 
unknown young man with a very well- 
known name: Kyle Rote, Jr. 
The name Kyle Rote, of course,, is 
synonymous with football. Kyle Rote, 
Sr., was, an AH-America halfback at 
SMU and fashioned an excellent 11- 
year N FL career with the New York 
Giants before retiring to enter the 
field of sports broadcasting. 
It seemed a sensible route for his 
son to follow—except it wasn’t the one 
Kyle Jr. wanted to pursue. First, after 
graduating from high school in Dallas, 
he accepted a football scholarship to 
Oklahoma State University. “1 know 
people at SMU were disappointed,” 
Kyle says, “ and quite a few other peo­ 
ple were upset by my leaving Texas 
and the Southwest Conference.” 
But young Rote’s biggest decision 
was yet to come. After a year, he 
questioned the relevance of big-time 
collegiate football. “ I was the type of 
student who' had to avoid distractions 
in order to get good grades. The atmo­ 
sphere for football players at Oklaho­ 
ma State wasn’t conducive to class- 
work. I had to find a small school 
where 1 could get along and do what 
I wanted.” 
Kyle found his answer at the 
tiny University of the South in Sewa- 
nee, Tenn. Once a major football 
power in its own right. Sew anee now 
nestles quietly atop the plateau of the 
Cumberland River, far from the glam­ 
our and crowds of big-time athletics. 
There were no athletic scholarships 
for Sewanee students. But Kyle Jr. 
would have had to search high and far 
to find any college with a scholarship 
in the sport he decided to embrace. 
The sport was soccer, and by the 
time he enrolled at Sewanee in 1969, 
Kyle had: played it only two' years, 
and then only on a rudimentary level. 
Soccer has long been a stepchild of 
American sports, appreciated mostly 
by immigrants from nations where it 
is the sport. Kyle barely knew of its 
existence until he and several high 
school football teammates tried it as 
a summer conditioner. Then one

afternoon, they learned what the game really 
was all about. 
Ron Griffith, an Englishman from Black­ 
pool who was a sports correspondent, for a 
Scottish newspaper, came upon Kyle and his 
friends kicking a soccer ball around one hot 
summer afternoon. Griffith offered to teach 
them the finer points of the game. 
“'At first we were offended by this guy 
butting in,” recalls Kyle. “But we soon real­ 
ized he could help us a lot. Pretty soon we 
formed a team called the Black Bandits and 
we scrimmaged other local teams.” 
Though he continued to play football, Kyle 
finally succumbed to the lure of soccer when 
he entered Sewanee. 
Armed with a degree in psychology and a 
new wife, Mary Lynne, of Rossville, Ga., Kyle 
returned to Dallas in June, 1972, uncertain 
of his future. The Dallas Tornadoes of the 
North American Soccer .League offered him, 
a. playing contract, that, by their own admis­ 
sion, was more of a public relations ploy than 
a serious attempt to recruit a new player. 
“I had a lot of local appeal,” Kyle con­ 
cedes, ‘‘and 1 had played soccer, so it was a 
logical move on their part... Except they didn’t 
really feel I would ever be an important 
player. The job they offered me was a com­ 
bination player-public relations director.” 
Joining the Tornadoes with the 1972 sea­ 
son more than half completed, Kyle only 
played in practice, but his 'potential for the 
game began to emerge. 
‘‘My size [six feet and 185 pounds] is 
bigger than average for soccer,” he points 
out, “and 1 learned how to use it to good 
advantage.” Rote also discovered he had a 
natural aptitude for '“heading” the ball. Since 
the "use of arms and hands is prohibited, in 
soccer, except by goaltenders, players must 
pass the ball either by kicking it or hitting it 
off their heads. 
“It’s mostly a matter of timing,” Kyle 
explains, “You have to time the movement, 
of your head with the flight of the ball,” 
When the 1973 NASL season began the 
following April, Kyle was a regular member 
of Dallas' playing roster. He quickly proved 
that Tornado Coach Ron Newman was cor­ 
rect in his judgment of the young Sewanee 
graduate by scoring a goal in the first game of 
the year. By the end of the season Rote was 
the league's scoring champion (ten goals, 
ten assists 1 and rookie of the year. 
Playing center forward, a position analo­ 
gous to center in basketball and hockey, Kyle 
helped the team go all the way to the cham­ 
pionship final of the NASL, before bowing to 
the Philadelphia Atoms. 
That Kyle is a “different breed of cat” is 
illustrated by the fact that he is using part of 
his “Superstars’* prize money for his tuition at 
the Perkins School of Theology.

our interview with His Majesty, 
King Faisal, is tonight at nine,” 
an Arab minister told my hus­ 
band. “Madam will accompany you.” 
It was our third day in Saudi 
Arabia. My husband Tom is a jour­ 
nalist, and 'this interview was very 
important to him. 1 was just along for 
the ride—so you can imagine my 
astonishment when I learned that 
King Faisal wanted to meet me, too! 
As we drove to the palace, Tom 
told me: “I’ll never forget the time 
when I sat in on a tribal, meeting, try­ 
ing to interview Faisal. Guys were 
running in and out with papers, a man 
was getting marital advice from the 
King, Cabinet ministers were vying 
for his attention. Suddenly a little man 
ran up and shouted. ‘Faisal! Faisalf 
When he finally got. the King’s ear, he 
asked directions to the men’s room.

At the palace gates, the red- 
bereted Royal Guard, bayoneted rifles 
at: their sides, peered, in, then saluted 
us through.

Massive 
carved doors swung open. A. few 
robed men stood by. (“Personal ad­ 
visers,” Tom whispered.) 
Faisal rose, his emaciated figure 
robed in traditional Saudi black and 
white. The only royal appurtenance 
was the golden rope that kept his head 
■covering in place. As Tom introduced, 
me, Faisal smiled and shook my hand 
warmly. He sat down and indicated a 
couch beside him. 
It was hard not to be overwhelmed 
by Faisal's prominent features. The 
hooked nose descended from caves of 
circles 'below his eyes. His face was 
strong, though barely masking his 
years and his bouts with disease. 
Faisal sat stiffly erect, watching 


Tom compose his questions, glancing 
at me, exchanging looks with his ad­ 
visers.

But. Faisal — almost, smiling —was 
peering over Tom’s shoulder, en­ 
tranced with what. Tom was doing to 
the camera. When the camera was 
fixed, Faisal's face.returned to its old 
expression, so I snapped the picture of 
my smiling husband standing next to 
astern Faisal. I guess the King, didn't, 
want oil-hungry Americans to see 
anything but his stem public image!

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OPTACON 
Can it replace Braille? 


A new device will help the blind read 
without using Braille, it has been in­ 
vented by three Stanford University 
professors—one of whom has a blind 
daughter. “I presume,” says Dr. J. G. 
Linvill, “her unfortunate circumstance 
gave me the drive to find something for 
the blind.” Called the Optaeon, the 
electrical device converts an optical 
image to a tactile image on a vibrating 
rectangular field. The blind person 
takes the scanning machine (pictured) 
and moves it over the printed page 


from letter to letter. As the right hand 
scans the page, the left hand picks up 
a tactile image of the letter from a 
small vibrating device about the size 
of a portable tape recorder. The Opta- 
con may be used with a small amount 
of training and is far' less complicated 
than learning Braille, according to its 
creators. The machine now costs about 
$5,000 but will be cheaper when it is 
mass-produced. (For more information 
write to the Electronics Laboratories at 
Stanford University, Stanford, Calif. 
94305.)
